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Before  the  Revolution  about  seventy-five  thousand  Germans 
came  to  Pennsylvania  to  seek  new  homes.  A  large  proportion  of 
these  came  from  the  Palatinate  Province  along  the  Rhine.  The 
Ensmingers  evidently  belonged  to  this  group  for  in  the  ship 
lists  given  in  Pensylvania  German  Pioneers,  four  of  the  Ens- 
mingers  are  called  Palatines.  The  name  is  rare;  probably  the 
seven  Ensmingers  who  came  to  Pennsylvania  between  1733  and  1754 
were  all  related.  In  each  case  the  name  is  spelled  Ensr, linger. 
Rearly  all  the  Ensmingers  settled  in  the  same  section  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  the  Co  call  co  settlement  in  Lancaster  County.

The  first  Ensninger  to  migrate  to  America  was  Peter  Ens- 
ninger  (age  39),  who  arrived  in  Philadelphia,  August  17,  1733. 

Yii-th  him  wore  his  wife,  Catherine,  and,  children,  Henry7-,  Catherine, 
Philip,  and  Nicholas*  Evidently  because  of  friends,  they  settled 
at  Cocalico  on  Muddy  Creek,  They  attended  Uie  Muddy  Creek 
Lutheran  Church  at  Swartzville,  The  next  Ensmingor  to  appear 
was  Licholas  (age  39),  who  landed  at  Philadelphia,  October  28, 

1738  with  his  wife,  Margaret  and  children,  Christina,  Catherine, 
Ludwig,  and  Mary,  He,  too,  settled  at  CocaliCo.  The  baptismal 
records  of  the. Muddy  Creek  Church  3how  two  other  children  born 
to  Peter--Michacl  and  Margaret,  Three  others  are  listed  in  the 
baptismal  records  as  children  of  Ni cholas--Elizabe th,  Henry,  and 
Margaret,  In  addition,  Nicholas  mentions  in  his  will  a  son, 
Nicholas,  Jr.,  whose  baptismal  record  has  not  been  found, 

Peter  and  Nicholas  wore  evidently  brothers,  because  the 
early  records  always  link  them  together.  Possibly  a, third 
brother,  Henry  (age  40),  arrived  in  Philadelphia,  November  20, 
1741.  He  may  be  the  (John)  Henry  Ensmingor  who,  on  March  12, 

1744,  married  (Mary)  Barbara  Crautzdorf.  Other  Ensmingers  who 
migrated  to  Pennsylvania  were  David,  17.90;  Frederick,  1751;

! Frederick  near  Cocalico  in  Lancaster  County;  John  probably  in 
| Philadelphia  County,  and  the  location  of  John  Nicholas  is  un¬ 
known,  He  may  have  been  the  son  of  Nicholas  (born  1699),  It 
is  interesting  to  note  that  on  the  same  ship  as  that  on  which 
David  Ensmingor  arrived  August  28,  1750  were  John  and  Christina 
Phillippi  and  several  children.  The  Phillippis  settled  at 
I  Cocalico  and  throe  of  the  Phillippi  children  married  Ensmingers, 

It  should  be  noted  that  in  these  early  German  families, 
both  the  men  and  women  had  throe  names,  hut  their  call  name  was 
the  middle  none.

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The  first  peter  Ensmingor  was  a  blacksmith.

Creek-  Ho  died  about  a  year  later,  for  papers  wore  issued  in 
His  estate  to  his  widow  in  I  ovember,  1730.  The  inventory  of  his 
estate  is  on  file  at  Lancaster,  Pennsylvania:.  It  lists  three 
Horses,  a  colt,  four  cows,  three  calves,  six  sheep,  a  sot  of 
blacksmith  tools,  faming  tools,  a  Bible,  two  guns,  pewter  ware, 
kitchen  utensils,  clothing,  and  miscellaneous  items 3  The  total 
value  was  L  74-10-0.  In  1743  his  widow  sold  the  ''Plantation  of 
her  late  husband"  for  L300.  Six  children  arc  mentioned,  but  not 
named.  pot<  r,  who  hopefully  migrated  to  a  now  home  in  America,

The  Pennsylvania  Archives  give  additional  data  on  the 
members  of  the  family.  Land  in  Lancaster  County  was  warranted 
by  Peter  Ensminger  in  1733,  by  Ilenry  in  1750,  and  by  Nicholas 
in  1753.  Militia  rolls  indicate  that  in  Lancaster  County,  Peter, 
Daniel,  Jacob,  Christian,  Michael,  and  Henry  served  during  the 
Revolution.  In  the  York  militia  arc  listed  Conrad,  George,  and 
David.  A  John  Ensminger  was  a  member  of  the  Invalid  (inactive 
duty)  Regiment.  IIo  is  probably  the  one  who  according  to  the 
Lancaster  County  court  records,  served  in  the  Third  Pennsylvania 
Regiment  and  was  wounded  in  the  battle  of  Monmouth.  IIo  received 
a  pension  of  ten  pounds  monthly  beginning  in  1779.  Pension  and

On  March  29,  1735  the  Assembly  of  Pennsylvania  passed  an  act 
to  naturalize  certain  recent  German  immigrants,  so  that  they  could 
hold  land  and  have  the  same  privileges  as  the  native  born.  Among 
the  nine  from  Lancaster  County  arc  Peter  Ensminger  and  John  Casper 
S to ever,  minister  who  married  ten  of  the  Ensminger a. 
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It  has  been  the  experience  of  the  writer  that  to  publish  the 
notes  at  hand  on  a  family  brings  from  others  in  the  field 
additional  notes  which  never  would  have  come  in  without  the 
original  publication.  This  has  happened  in  THE  ENSMINGER  FAMILY.

The  Washington  Co.,  Md.  Ensmingers  have  not  been  completely 
straightened  out.

These  sons  of  Nicholas  II  are 
know:  Henry,  Leonard,  Geo.  Fredk.,  Philip,  John.  Jacob  (of  Ohio) 
was  likely  a  son.  Ludwig  had  Ludwig  and  Christian.  Record 
of  these  deaths  is  given  in  Md.  before  1830:

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It  has  beon  difficult  to  trace  the  family  of  Nicholas 
Ensmingcr  1699-1786.  When  ho  came  to  America  in  1738  the  ship 
list  named  one  son,  Ludwig  b  1731.  The  baptism  record  at  Muddy 
Creek  lists  a  son,  Henry  b  1745.  The  will  of  Nicholas  written 
1785  names  Nicholas  as  the  oldest  son,  living  and  Ludwig  as 
deceased.  Henry  is  not  mentioned  in  the  will  -  likely  died 
without  issue.  Nicholas  must  have  been  born  1729  or  before, 
likely  1723.  He  may  be  the  Nicholas  who  came  to  America  1754.  It 
is  hard  to  explain  why  he  did  not  come  in  1733. 

Ludwig  was  married  in  1752.  There  is  record  of  a  son  b  1753. 

It  seems  likely  that  Ludwig  had  another  son,  Christian;  for 
Ludwig  married  a  Philippi  and  Christian  Is  a  Philippi  name.  Also 
Christian’s  oldest  son  was  Ludwig.  It  is  likely  that  Ludwig  Sr 
died  about  1760,  for  there  is  no  other  record.  There  is  a  Ludwig 
listed  In  Heidelberg  Twp,  Lancaster  (now  Lebanon)  Co  1777  as  an 
associator.  It  is  likely  that  he  is  Ludwig  Jr.  It  seems  prob¬ 
able  that  Ludwig  Jr  (ago  25)  and  Christian  (age  19)  wont  to 
Washington  Co,  Md  about  1778. 

The  following  ha3  been  pieced  together  for  Nicholas  Jr.  If 
he  was  born  in  1723  he  did  not  marry  until  about  1761.  He  was 
then  38.

1-1799  Nicholas  Ensminger  sold  his  stock  and  household  belongings. 
The  sale  is  recorded  at  Hagerstown.  It  is  likely  that  he  moved 
with  his  son  Jacob(bc  1766)  to  Springhill  Twp,  Fayette  Co.  Pa  for 
in  1800  Jacob  Ensminger  is  listed  in  Springhill  with  four  males 
and  six  females.  Two  of  the  males  were  over  45.  One  of  the  early 
settlers  in  this  tov/nship  was  Michael  Crow,  uncle  or  cousin  of 
Jacob.  Michael  Crow  had  sons  or  grandsons,  Jacob  and  Alexander. 
(It  is  the  Crow  family  that  helps  us  to  trace  this  branch  of  the 
Ensmingors.)  Michael  Crow  had  gone  from  Williamsport,  Md  (where 
Christian  Ensminger  lived)  to  Fayette  Co.  The  Old  Dutch  (St  Johns 
Lutheran  Church)  was  established  in  Springhill  Twp  in  1793. 

That  Jacob  was  a  son  of  Nicholas  cannot  be  firmly  .proved,  but 
Jacob,  who  was  living  in  Belmont  Co,  Ohio  in  1820  had  a  son, 
Nicholas.  As  to  the  other  sons  of  Nicholas  Jr  -  Henry  died  in 
Md  1816;  John  had  a  son  born  1801  and  likely  moved  away.  There 
is  no  record  of  what  became  of  other  sons.  They  may  have  died 
young. 

If  Ludwig  Jr  went  to  Md;  ho  probably  died  in  the  1790s.  (see  I) 
Christian  died  in  Md  1816;  the  court  records  list  his  children 
(seeK).  Records  need  yet  to  be  found  to  give  a  complete  record 
of  the  male  descendants  of  Nicholas  Ensminger  Sr.
